i ring mines. 

Ra, reece men all told the same 
story as they came to the surface. 
They declared bodies were scattered 
through the workings for more than 
500 feet. 

“The sad part of it,” said one stur- 
dy miner, “is that at least 20 of the 
victims were within 100 feet of fresh 
air when they were overcome by 
gas.” | 

Every effort tonight was being made 
to locate all of the living. As soon 
as that has been done the work of 
removing the dead will commence. 

Men, women and children by the 
ecore crowded the police lines near the 
shaft. Many of them had been there 
since they heard of the explosion early 
in the day and there was no indi- 
eation that they would leave their 
posts until the last body had been 
brought out.

Demands of Turks. 

Constantinople, November 6.—A tel- 
egram from Angora says the grand 
national assembly has instructed Ismet 
Pasha, delegate to the Lausanne peace 
conference, to obtain realization of the 
following points: 

“The frontiers of Turkey to be in 
accordance with the national pact: 
Greece to pay an indemnity; suppres- 
sida of the capitulations, or extrater< 
ritorial rights for foreigners; modifica- 
tion of the frontiers of Irak (Mesopo- 
tamia) and complete independence for 
Turkey, financially, economically and 
politically. . 

Rafet Pasha, the new governor of 
Constantinople, has suppressed the 
Turkish senate. 


NEW CRISIS 
FORCED BY TURKS.

London, November 6.— Without 

waiting for the powers to attempt a 
Near East settlement by peaceable ne- 
gotiations at the Lausanne confer- 
ence, the Turks have forced a new 
érisis by ordering the allies to evacu- 
ate Constantinople and demanding that 
foreign warships must ask permission 
to enter the straits. 

Both demands are regarded as vio- 
lations of the Mudania armistice agree- 
ment recently signed between the al- 
lies and the Turks. | 
- These demands, coming almost with- 
out warning, have suddenly precipi- 


tated a delicate situation. The Lau- 
sanne peace conference, which was to 
have been held in a fortnight, probably 
will be postponed for some time, if not

: Fight Over Boards. 

A hot battle over the charter 
amendments abolishing the police, 
health, park and water boards ap- 
peared from the sharp skirmish Mon- 
day to be a certainty. 

Councilmen Gordon, Ashley and 
Couch were joint authors of a reso- 
lution in which they would confer 
on the general council the power to 
elect the chief of police, the city 
health officer, chief of the sanitary 
department and _ superintendent of 
parks, and leave the police, health, 
sanitary and water committees free 
to elect the subordinates in the re- 
spective departments they are to gov- 
ern.

State Enforcement of Pro- 
hibition Laws Is Being 
Urged in California and 
in Massachusetts.

Washington, November 6—There is 
a sid@ight in Tuesday’s elections con- 
cerning four states that may assume 
national proportions b) 1924. This 
sidelight is the light wines and beer is- 
sue to be determined at the polls by 
a referendum vote. 

These four states—Ohio, Massachu- 
‘setts, California and Illinois—will 
vote Tuesday on a referendum’ con- 
cerning modification of the Volstead 
law to permit wines and beers (in the 
ease of Ohio and Illinois) and con- 
cerning state enforcement of prohi- 
bition (in the case of California and 
Massachusetts. ) 

Main Fight in Ohio. 

The main fight of the anti-saloon 
league, under the leadership of Wayne 
B. Wheeler, has been in Ohio. The 
fight began there severa: months back 
when the lower court restrained the 
secretary of state of Ohio from plac- 
ing the referendum on the _ ballot. 
The drys lost their first fight when 
the state supreme court decreed that 
regardless of the constitutionality of 
the referendum, it must go on the 
ballot. While league headquarters 
here decline to forecast the outcome 
of the referendum vote in Ohio, at the 
same time it was pointed out that be- 
cause Senator Pomerene’s chances of 
election now seem better than those 
of his dry opponents, representative 
Simeon D, Fess, is no reason to sup- 
pose that a majority will vote favor- 
ably on a ligh’ wines and. beer 
amendment. 

The referendum vote in Illinois is 
characterized as a mere “straw vote” 
and the league has made no fight jn 
that state. 

In the case of California snd Massa- 
chusetts, the respective jegislatures 
have enacted a code to @mforce the 
eighteenth amendment by state of- 
ficials as well as federal agents. In 
these two states the anti-saloon league 
has made energetic fights to sustain 
the legislatures whose action has been 
submitted for popular endorsement 
in the form of a referendum. 

. Anticipates Success. 

The league anticipates success in 
these two states because of the fight 
it has made.

ATLANTA SCHOOLS 
ARE LOSING MONEY 


Sutton Tells Ninth Ward 
Citizens Schools Should 
Get $100,000 More of 
State Funds. 


“Atlanta is losing $100,000 yearly 
because she has not an attendance 
department in the public school sys- 
tem,” Professor W. A. Sutton told 
the Ninth Ward Civic association in 
a speech at the regular month y meet- 
ing of the club Monday night at the 
Moreland school auditorium on Aus- 
tin avenue. 

Professor Sutton stated that the 
state of Georgia pays Atlantn $4.64 
fur each pupil in the public school, 
end that this estimate of att«nadance 
is based on the 1920 census, which 
rates the attendance at 28,000 pupils. 
Since that year the attendance has 
increased to a present attendance of 
44,273 pupils, bi Atlanta receives 
payment for only 28,000, as tyre is 
no attendance department the 


school system to give the state the 
correct information. 

“Our schools are growing by leaps 
ard bounds,” said Professor Sutton, 
“and we should not stand in the way 
cof educational progress by bandicap- 
ping the schools with a lack of funds, 
but should aid every movement to 
increase the facilities in order that 
the children may receive the best 
uzallable instruction and care.”

Announcement that a 600-room ho- 
tel will be built on the square bound- 
ed by West Peachtree, Fifth, Sixth 
and Cypress streets, to be known as 
the Atlanta Biltmore hotel, was made 
Monday in telegraphic dispatches from 
New York. 

The new hotel, which is expected 
to be the largest in the city, will 
occupy the site of tLe incomplete steel 
and concrete apartment house, belong- 
ing to William Candler, Atlanta cap- 
italist, which has beem partly con- 
stpucted for over a year. 

Mr. Candler, who is in New York. 
Monday closed negotiationa with the 
Bowman system of hotels. which owns 
and operates » number of the larg- 
est hostelries of the country, by which 
the incempleted apartment building 
will be cémverted into a great hotel 
and finished :t as early a date as 
possible. 

Will Cost $2,000,000. 

No information concerning the 
amount of money involved in the com- 
pletion and equipment of the Atlanta 
3iltmore was contained in the dis- 
patches from New York, but it is 
known that in the neighborhood of 
$250,000 was expended in materials 
and work on the incompleted apart- 
ment, and it is estimated that the 
total hotel building and equipment 
cost will amount to around $2,000,000. 

The Candler apartment building, 
which is of monolothic concrete con- 
struction, when converted into the 
Atlanta Biltmore will be one of the 
most modern and up-to-date . struc- 
tures of its kind in the south, and the 
new hotel will probably set a stand- 
ard for establishments of its kind 
in this section of the country. 

Original plans for the big apart- 
ment house called for five units. With 
the exception of exterior and interior 
finishing work, one unit was com- 
pleted before work was suspended. 

Financial difficulties of the con- 
struction company having the apart- 
ment contract miade necessary the 
suspension of the work. 

Occupy Entire Block. 

Although the architect's plans for 
the new hotel have not been made 
public, it is believed that the build-

&D. Opposition because of the sharply 
drawn wet and dry lines, Reed being 
inclined to wetness: ‘The same is 
doubly true in: New Jersey, which is 
pulling off a- liquor fight altogether, 
the democratic candidate, Governor 
Edwards, being in favor of making 
the whole country ag wet as the At- 
lantic ocean, with his opponent, Sen- 
ator Frelinghuysen, as dry as a chip, 
albeit, he admits a cellar. 

The Anti-Saloon league is knifing 
Senator Pomerene on the liquor ques- 
tion in Ohio, and Governor Miller. is 
receiving their backing in New York 
against his democratic opposition.

Continued cloudy weather, rain 
Tuesday afternoon, and the bare pos- 
sibility of a light frost Thursday 
morning, was the weather forecast 
from the local office Monday. ,.

CLASH IN ITALY 
OVER POLITICS 


Rome, November 6.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—Fascisti and na- 
tionalists clashed today at Taranto, 
in southeastern Italy, over questions 
of ‘local. politics.

IWOMEN TO FRAME 
NATIONAL WEDDING 
AND DIVORCE LAWS 


Washington. November 6.—Prep- 
aration of a bill establishing national 
marriage and divorce regulations for 
introduction in the next congress was 
announced today by the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs which 
has authorized Mrs. Edward Frank- 
lin White, deputy attorney-general of 
Indiana, to draft the bill and a reso- 
lution amending the constitution of 
the United States if such a course is 
necessary to make possible a federal 
marital law. 

Provisions of the bill would make 
marriage more difficult, the an- 
nouncement stated, and would allow 
divorce on one of only five grounds, 
enumerated as follows: Infidelity, 
incurable insanity, abandonment for 
one year, cruel. and inhuman treat- 
ment, or conviction of an infamous 
crime. Once granted, such a di- 
vorce would be valid in every state. 
but neither party to a divorce would 
be permitted to re-marry until one 
year after the interlocutory. decree 
was granted. The bill would pro- 
vide also that applications for mar- 
riage licenses be posted two weeks 
prior to the ceremony.

Georgia is generally regarded as an “agricultural state,” but its mineral products in 
1920 were valued inf excess of $13,000,000 and clay products (brick and tile) made up | 
approximately 35% of this amount. Indeed, Geergia clay stands second only to Georgia 
marble in the list. The development of the clay industry means more to a greater terri- 
tory and to a larger number of people than any other mineral.

An even more inviting field for development is afforded by the bauxitic or refractory 
clays, new deposits of which have recently been discovered. These clays possess the pri- 
mary requisite for the manufacture of fire brick, for electric, chemical, metallurgical and 
industrial furnaces—the ability to withstand fusion at high temperature. Plant tests show 
further that brick made from these clays can successfully carry a surprisingly great load at 
high temperatures and resist cracking and chipping when subjected to sudden heating and
